His Subjects there > And for making ſome alterations 
of, and additions unto the ſaid Act, for the more ſpee- 
dy and effectual Settlement of the ſaid Kingdom. 


T is amongſt other things therein contain- 
ed, Enacted, That it ſhall, and may be lawfu! 
to, and for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Go- 
vernor, or Governors, and Council of Ireland for the 
time being, from time to time, and at all times to 
come, during the ſpace of Seven years, to be ac- 
compted from the Nine and twentieth day of Septem- 
ber, One thouſand fix hundred ſixty five, to make 
andeſtabliſh ſuch Rules, Orders, and Directions, for 
the better regulating of all Cities, Walled Towns, 
and Corporations, both New and Old, and ſuch as 
ſhall be created within this Kingdom, and the Ele- 
cting of Magiſtrates and Officers there, and to inflict 
ſuch penalties forthe breach thereof, as they in their 
wiſedomes ſhall think fit, ſo as the penalties for 
breachof the Rules, Orders, and Directions to be 
made, touching ſuch Corporations, do not extend 
farther than to the Removal and Disfranchiſment of 
ſuch Perſons, as ſhall be found guilty ef the breach 
thereof; and ſuch Rules, Orders, and Directions, fo 
to be made as aforeſaid, ſhall be as good and effectual 
in Law, to all intents and purpoſes, as if the ſame had 
been ſpecially and particularly Eſtabliſhed by Au- 
thority of this preſent Parliament, and ſhall remain, 
continue, and abide in force, for ſuch and ſo long time, 
as in the ſaid Rules, Orders, and Directions ſhall be li- 
mited and appointed, any thing in the ſaid Act, or 
other wiſe to the contrary thereof in any wiſe not with- 


ſtanding.

to Us, Have thought fit to make and Eſta- 
bliſh; And Ce do hereby Make and Eſtabliſh 
the Rules, Oꝛders, and Directions hereafter 
mentioned, fo2 the better Regulating of. the 
Coꝛpoꝛation of the City of Dublin and the.E- 
lecting of Magiſtrates and Dfficers there. 


Firſt, That upon all Elections to be hereafter 
made, ot any perſon 02 perſons to ſerve in any 
of the Dffices of Lo2d Bayo?, Sheriffs, Re- 
eoꝛder, £2 Lown Clerk ofthe ſaid Coꝛpoꝛation, 
the names of the perſons ſo Elected to ſerve 
in the ſaid ſeveral Offices, ſhall be by the 
ſaid Co2pozation within ten daps after ſuch 
Election pꝛeſented to the Lozd Lieutenant, 
o2 other chief Governour oꝛ Gobernours, 
and the Pꝛiby Councel of this Kingdom. to 
be app2oved of by them, and that no perſons 
ſo Elected foꝛ any the laid Dffices, ſhall be foꝛ e- 
ver hereafcer capable of ſerving in theſaid ſe⸗ 
veral Offices,o2 any of them, untill they ſhall be 
reſpectively appzoved of by the Lozd Lieute- 
nant, oꝛ other chief Governour oꝛ Governours, 
and P2ivy Council of this Kingdom bp 
Oꝛder under their Hands And in caſe the 
perſons, o2 any of them, whoſe name ſhall. 
be ſop2eſented to the Lo2d Lieutenant. oꝛ other. 
chief Governour oꝛ Governours and Coun- 
til of this Kingdom, ſhall not be ſo appzdved. 
of within Ten dapes after their names thall 
be ſo pꝛeſented, then and * ſuch taſe the _ 
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Co2pozation ſhall from time to time pꝛoteed 
to a new Election of fit perſons foꝛthe ſaid re- 
ſpective Offices, to? which the perſons ſo pꝛe- 
ſented, (hall not be ſo appꝛoved of, and ſhall 
in like manner pzeſent their names ta the ſaid 
TLoꝛd Lieutenant, o? other chief Governour 
o2 Governours, and Pꝛibp Council of this 
Kingdom, untill they ſhall have choſen ſuch 
perſons fo2 the ſaid reſpective Dffices, as ſhall 
be ſo appꝛoved of as atoꝛeſaid. And that the E- 
lection of the Loꝛd Mayoꝛ Sheriffs c Treaſu- 
rer ofthe ſaid city oDublin ſhallbe foz eber here⸗ 
after only by the Loꝛd Mapor and Aldermen 
of the ſaid city, there being always eight Al⸗ 
dermen at the leaſt pꝛeſent at thetime of ſuch ele- 
ftion, and that no other perſon oꝛ perſonswhat- 
ſoever, ſhall at any time hereatter have any 
vote in the election of the laid Dificers oꝛ any 
of them. 


Secondly, That the Treaſurer, Sheriffs, 
and all other Receivers of any part of 
the Revenues of the ſaid city from time to 
time hereafter yearly within fir moneths next 
after the expiration of one whole year where- 
in they ſhall ſerve in the Execution of their re- 
ſpective Offices, ſhall render unto the Auditoꝛs 
of the ſaid city o2 uſual Quorum of them ap⸗ 
pointed, oꝛ to be appointed fo2 that purpoſe a 
true and perfect accompt of all moneys (being 
any part of the Revenues of the ſaid city) 
received by them within that year wherein 
they ſhall ſerve in the erecution of their _ 
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reſpective Offices, and ſhall alſo pap unto {ke 
treaſurer cf the ſaid city ſoꝛ the time being ſuch 
moneys as ſhall appear upon ſuch accovnt to 
be due from them reſpectively, upon pain of be. 
ing dis kranchiſed by che Loꝛd Papoꝛ and Al⸗ 
dermen ok the laid city, fo2 the time being, 02 
uſual Quorum, of them Who are hereby Autho⸗ 
ri zed and required krom time to time to dis⸗ 
franchiſe ſuch perſons fo reſpectivly nenlect- 
ing to account and pay as. afozeſaid, And in 
caſe the ſaid Zo2zd4}apoz and Aldermen ſhall 
neglett to disiranchiſe ſuch perſons, then the 
ſaid perſons ſo neglecting to accompt and pay 
as afozelaid to be disfranchiſed by the Loꝛd 
Lieutenant, oꝛ other chiek Governour oꝛ Go⸗ 
bernours and Council of this Kingdom, and 
to be f om thence to2th incapable without their 
licence of being reſtozed to their Freedoms; 
and alſo liberty is hereby given to take ſach 
further courſe againſt ſuch perſons as ſhall 
be agreeable to the Zaws of this Kingdom, 
and to the Laws, Charters, cuſtoms, and 

conſtitutions cf the ſaid city: 
Thirdly, That no perſon o2 perſons, that 
ſhall hercafcer be Elected,eitherLo2d Mapoꝛ 
Recozder , Sheriffs, Treaſurer, Aldermen, 
Lovon-Tlerk, oz of the Common councel 
of the ſaidcity,o2 Maſter, oꝛ Ulardens of any of 
the Co2po2ations oz Guilds, within the laid 
Citie, ſhall be capable of holding, enjoying oꝛex⸗ 
ertiſing any the ſaid Offices, plates oꝛ imploy- 
ments. until he oꝛ they ſhall have taken the oath 
of Supremacy, Eſtabliſhed by Act of Parlia- 
ment 24 Elizabethz in this Kingdom, and the 
B2 Dath 
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Oath of Allegiance, beſides the Daths uſu⸗ 
ally taken upon the admilsion of any per- 
ſons into the ſaid Reſpective Offices, pla- 
tes, 02 Employments. And alſo this enlu⸗ 
ing Dath, viz. I A. B. do Declare and Believe, 
That it is not lawful, upon any pretence what- 
ſoever, to take Arms againſt the KING; And 
that I doabhor that Trayterous Poſition of taking 
Arms by His Authority againſt His Perſon, or a- 
gainſt thoſe that are Commiſſioned by him. So 
help me GOD. The ſaid Paths to be taken, 
befoꝛe ſach perſon o? perſons as ſhall admit 
them to the ſaid ſeveral Dffices, places, and 
employments ( who are hereby impowꝛed au⸗ 
thoꝛized and required to adminiſter to them 
the ſaid Daths) and upon any ſuch perſon 
02 perſons refnſal to take the ſaid Daths, 
The Election cf luch perſon oz perſons 
into any the ſaid Offices, places, o2 emplop⸗ 
ments, is hereby declared to be abſolutely 
null and void (ſuch perſons onelp excepted, 
with whole taking the ſaid Dath of Supze- 
macy, the Lozd Lieutenant, o2 other Chief 
Governour oz Governours of this King- 
dom fo? the time being ſhall think fit,by waiting 
under his oꝛ, their hand by Name to diſpence, 


Fourthly,Wlhereasthe common council of the 
ſaid citpdoth conſiſt of A LozdMapyo? Ftwenty 
four Aldermen, who have uſually ſate together 
in one Room a part by themſelves, and alſo of 
ſuch who are commonlycalled Sheriffs Peers, 
not exteeding foꝛty eight verſons and of ninty 
lix other perſons who are elected into the ſaid 
common 
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common-councel, out of ſeveral of the Guilds 
o Coꝛpoꝛations of this City, and woho have 
uſually ſate together in one Room apart by 
themſelbes, and habe been uſually called the 
Commons of the ſaid City, amongſt whom 
the Sheriffs of the ſaid City bo7 the time being, 
do p2eſide, | 


And whereas Ale conceive it would tend to 
the beue it and advantage of the ſaid City, it 
ſuch perſons who are choſen into the laid 
Cominon-councel, out of the ſeveral Guilds 
82 Cozpozations of this Tity, ſhould be 
changed, and new Elections made of them 
once in every thꝛee pears, by which change a 
greater number of the Citizens of the laid Ci⸗ 
ty, might cume into the ſaid places, and be En- 
truſted with the manadgement of the affairs 
ok the ſaid City. 

Wile do hereby Oꝛder, Eſtabliſh and declare, 
that the Common-councel of the ſaid City, 
ſhall fo2 ever hereafcer conſift of the ſaid Lozd 
Mapoꝛ, and Twenty four Aldermen, who oz 
auy eight, o2moze of the ſaid Aldermen, with 
the Lozd Mapoꝛ, ſhall continue till to fit a- 
part by themſelves ; And alſo of the Sheriffs 
of the ſaid City foꝛ the time being, who are to 
pꝛeſide amongſt the reſt of the Common-coun- 
cel of the ſaid City, as hath been fo2merly at⸗ 
cuſtomed, and alſo of ſuch who are commonly 
called Sheriffs. Peers, not exceeding 48 per⸗ 
ſons within the ſaid City, and of Ninty fix o⸗ 
ther perſons to be choſen out of the ſeveral 
Guilds o2 Coꝛpoꝛations of the ſaid City, from 
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which they have been koꝛmerip ci ofen, which 
ſaid perſons to be choſen ouc of the ſaid ſeveral 
Guilds o2 Coꝛpoꝛation s, fl all cnjcp the ir ſaid 
places of Common-conncel men, onelp fo 
thꝛee pears from the time of their Elections. 
And to that end le do hereby Pꝛder and &fta- 
bliſh, that the ſeveral Guilds o Coꝛpozati⸗ 
ons of this City, out of which any perſons 
are nov uſually choſen to ve of che Common⸗ 
councel of the {aid City, ſometime wichin the 
month of November next enſuing, and ſo fro 

time to time within eberp month of November, 
which ſhall fo2 ever Hereafrer be at the end of 
every thꝛee pears from the end of the Month of 
November next enſuing the date hereof, hall 
Elett and Nominate double the number ot per- 
ſons uſuallycholen out of each ſuch Gnild oz 
Coꝛpoꝛation into the common-councel of this 
city, and by the Maſters and Uarbens of 
each ſuch Guild o2 co2pozation, ſhall ſome⸗ 
time within ſuch month of November, Þ2eſent 
the names of the ſaid perſons ſo Elected, tothe 
ZL02d Payo2cr this city fo2 the time being, 
who is hereby authoꝛized and required in the 
pꝛeſente of one of the Sheriffs, and eight of 
the Aldermen, betfoze the Twenty fourth day 
of December then nert enſuing, fo Elect out of 
the perſons whoſe names ſhall be ſo preſented, 
the nuinber of perſons uſtally ſerving in the 
common-councel of the ſaid city, to2 each ſuch 
Guild oꝛ coꝛpoꝛation reſpectively, which ſaid 
perſons ſo Pꝛeſented and Elected, ſhall be by 
bertue of that Election fo? thꝛee years then 


next enſujng, and no longer of the numver of 
the 
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the Commons, 92 Common- countel of the ſaid 
Cicy, and incaſe any ot the ſaid perſons ſo pꝛe⸗ 
ſented o2 Elected as afozelaid, ſhall happen to 
dye, 02 foꝛ any lawful cauſe to be removed du. 
ring the ſaid thee years, then and in ſuch 
caſe, the Guild oz co2pozation out of which 
ſuch perſon ſo dying o? removed was Elected, 
ſhall fozthwith pzeſent two other perſons to 
the Loꝛd Ma poꝛ of this city fo2 the tiine be- 
ing, out ot᷑ whom the Loꝛd Mayo? in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of one or the Sheriffs, and eight of the 
Aldermen ſhall chooſe one who hall ſerve in 
the common⸗couutel or the ſaid city, during 
the remainder of the thee pears, foz which 
ſuch perſon ſo dying, 62 removed ſhould habe 
ſerved therein. And that all and every the 
perſons of the afozeſaid Cozpozations and 
Guilds ſo to be nominated, p2eſented and ele- 
cted befoze the Twenty fourth day of December 
next, and ſofrom thzee years to thee years as 
afoꝛeſaid, o2 inthe place of any perſon ſo dying 
as afozeſaidz together with the ſaid Sheriffs- 
Peers, 02 the greater number of them that 
ſhall be from time to time afſembled ( ſo as 
there be alwayes iozty o2 moe of them pꝛe⸗ 
ſent ) be and they onely are hereby authozized 
from and after the Twenty fourth day of De- 
cember next, to Sit, Uote, and Act in the Gene⸗ 
ral Quarter and other Aſſemblies as the com- 
mons of the laid city. And incaſe anyof the 
ſaid Guilds 02 co2pozations of the ſaid city, 
ſhall neglect oꝛ refuſe within the times herein 
above limited; to Elect and Nominate the per- 


ſons above mentioned, oz that the Maſter and 
C 2 Clar- 
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Wardens of any of the ſaid Guilds oz Coz- 
poꝛations ſhall fail to return the names of the 
perſons by them to be pꝛeſented as fit perſons . 
to be of the Common-councel of the ſaid City, 
in ſuch manner, and at ſuch times as herein is 
above limited and appointed, oꝛ that any of the 
perſons ſo Nominated, P2eſented 92 Elected, 
ſhall refuſe to ſerve as Members of the ſaid 
Commons oꝛ Common-conncel > That then 
and in ſuch caſe the Z 02d Mayo and Aldermen 
of the ſaid City, £2 uſual Quorum of them, are 
thereupon authoꝛized and required ſometime 
between the laſt dap of November, and the 
Twenty fourth of December next enſuing, 
and alſo ſometime ater the laſt day of Novem- 
ber, and befoze the Twenty fourth day of De- 
cember, vohich ſhall be at the end of every thꝛee 
years after the Twenty fourth day of December 
next, to Elect out of the Copyozations oz 
Guilds ſo failino, ſuch number of perſons as 
have been attuſtomed to ſerve fo2 ſuch Guild 
92 Coꝛpoꝛation in the Common-councel of the 
ſaid City; And that ſuch perſons ſoElected 
dy the Loꝛd Ma poꝛ and Aldermen in manner 
a3 afozelaid, be and are hereby appointed to be 
of the number ok the ſaid Cammons, oꝛ Com⸗ 
mon-councel of the ſaid City foꝛ thzee years 
next enſuing ſuch Election, all the ſaid perſons 
fo Elected to be of the Common-councel of the 
laid City, firſt taking the Oaths hereby ap- 
pointed to be adminiſtred unto them, which 
Daths che Loꝛd Mapoꝛ ef the ſaid City foꝛ the 
time being, is hereby authoꝛized and required 
to adminiſter unto them. And that no _ 
| perlon 
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perſon 02 perſons from after the ſaid Twentỹ 
fourth day of December nert, be of the Com- 
mons of the ſaid City, beſides the:Sheriffs of 
the ſaid City foꝛ the time being, who are ſtill 
to pꝛeſide amongſt the ſaid Commons, and the 
ſaid Sheriffs Peers, and the ſaid Ninty fir 
perſons from the ſaid ſeveral Cozpozations ſo 
to be pꝛeſented and Elected befoze the Twenty 
fourth day of December next, and ſo from thee 
years tothꝛee pears as afozeſaid,o? in the plate 
of any perſon ſo dying oꝛ removed as afozeſaid. 
And the ſaid perſons in their default ſo to be 
Elected by the Lozd Mapoꝛ and Aldermen as 
afozeſaid, who only are from time to time af» 
ter the Twenty fourth dap of December next, 
to be the Commons of the ſajd City in fach 
manner and foꝛm as afozeſaidz And if any per⸗ 
ſon pꝛetending himſelf to be one of the Com⸗ 
mons of the ſaid City ſhall after the Twenty 
fourth day of December next, pꝛeſume to Sit and 
Mote as a commoner, befoze he ſhall be Ele⸗ 
cted in manner and kom afozeſaid, he ſhall 
thereupon immediately be diſfranchilſed by the

City, be admitted a Freeman of the ſaid City. 
And if he 02 they ſhall deſire it, of all o2 any
